Artbar Kohler, formerly a judge of the German Courts, and at one tine a 
marker of the Anglo-Gonaaa Mixed Arbitral Tribunal in London, England, Her 
mother is Else Cohn of Jewish descent end from the family ^of bankers. Calm- 
Speyer^ Kill S 3 an. Her parents left Germany prior to the war and have reaided 
In Berkeley, California, sinee 1939, and are now naturalised U* S. citizens* 

She has a sister, Mrs* Karl V* Hilte, also a naturalised U. 3* eltlsen, re- 
siding at 1860 Boothill Boulevard, Altadena, California* 

Ingeborg Bngelsing-Kohler was educated in Borland, Norway, Italy, 
and Switzerland, completing her education in 1935* She was prohibited frees 
attending school in Germany under the Nazi regime because of her part Jewish 
lineage* In 1937, she married Herbert Wilhelm Engels ing in London, England* 

He is non-Jeuish and under German law #j the marriage was not permitted in 
Germany) hence, they uer© married secretly in England* Herbert Engel Bing 
was bora September 2, 1904, at Overath, near Cologne, Germany* He is an 
attorney and a jurist and was employed until 1934 as a judge in the German 
courts* When the Razi Party gained control of the courts, according to Mrs* 
Engelsing, he felt that there was no longer Justice in Germany and left, ac« 
cepting a position with, the motion picture corporation, Tobts (Tonbild Sindi* 
kat). This company had branches in Germany, Italy, and Franc©* During the 
war, the C-araans took over the branches in Franco and Italy* Herbert Engelsing 
continued as an executive of thio corporation until the defeat of Gere any 
in 1945* Thereof tor, he moved to Konstanz, Gereeny, in ths French occupy 
tlon sons, and was one of two attorneys admitted to practice before the French 
military court?. Ingeborg Sng'olsing Kohler resided in Berlin with her husband 
at Dotting trass© ZB, Berlin, until 1942* After 1943 she changed her residence 
numerous times to avoid being drafted for compulsory military service in the 
German women’s work unit* She lived for a short time in a home about thirty 
miles fron Berlin, followed tyr short residences at Radincv, a smell towa on 
the Baltic Ssa, Turpi tz, Frolburg, and finally, with the eld of a’ former 
student of her grandfather, she obtained a homo in Konstanz, Germany, in 1944, 
residing at aesehernweg 6* Her husband joined her there In 1945. The 
Engel sings have two children, Thomas', born August 28, 1938, at Berlin, and 
Catherine, born September 9, 1941, at Berlin* 

Ingsborg Sngolaing-Kohler and hor husband were active during the war 
in the anti-Nazi underground, their activities consisting in general of 
collecting and. distributing food and clothing to Jews and parsons without 
passports, ration cards, and other identification papers* They were rise 
very friendly with and furnished Information to Rarro SohulBe-Boysen and hie 
wife, who wore executed in Berlin In 1®42 for underground activities. Herbert 
Sngoleing attempted to intercede with tho Gastapo on behalf of Scbjlzt^Boysen 
after his arrest., but unsuccessfully* 
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Ingeborg Engel si ng-Kohler had applied for a visa to enter the United 
States in 1939* but due to the war, was .prevented from leaving Germany. She 
re-appHod for a U. S. visa and on January 1, 1947, was lamed a quota visa 
by the U # S. Consulate-General at Zurich, Switzerland* She left Switzerland 
is March, 1947, and entered the United States at Mew York City, April 7, 1947, 
aboard the S3 GBXPS80IIU She has applied for U. S. ottisenahip. Herbert. 
Engel s lug has written her that he hae received a visa for entering the United 
States and expects to arrive In Berkeley, California, early in December, 1947. 
He la now residing at either Kona tana, Germany, or In Zurich, Switzerland* 



Upon her arrival In Rev York City, Ingeborg Rngelaing-Kohler was met 
by one Paul A. Kempner, formerly a p na a ln— t German banker connected with 
the MendeShsohn fin in Germany. Kcetpoer presented her with a copy of a bodsf 
entitled "Gexmany’e Underground," fey Allen Welsh Dulles, Macmillan, 1947. 

Qae^ chapter ef this book deals with the Rote Kapplla (Red Orchestra) plot 
against the Reals add describes Schulz *»3oy*cn as a Russian espionage agent. 
Ingeborg Kngeislng-Kahler stated that It was from reading this book that she 
first learned that Schulz e**Boyaen was mcnnected with Russian espionage. Prior 
to that tine, she had considered him as engaged in enti-Kazi political ao- 
tl Titles, which she described as "aafklaeung* (Enlightenment) • Ingeborg 
Engelelng-Kohler first met Harro Schulz e*Bcysen and hla wife. Liber tas, 
Informally at a social party given at the home of one Werner von Simsohn, 
located at Vinklerstraase Graenevald, Berlin, In 1938. She described von 
Slmaohn as an anti-Baal who was connected with a German-Engllsh export com- 
pany end who had been prominent in Germany prior to Hitler's rise to power. 
Ton $l r*pnh p reportedly came from a family of the German nobility and his 
grandfather had crowned the &npertr* She said that von Slmaohn had attended 
school with Harro Scbulze*>Bcyaen at the University of Freiburg In Baden. 

Ton Siasohn is presently residing In England. 

Subsequent to meeting the SchhIse»Boyiene, the Sngelslnge became close 
personal friends of theirs and they met frequently at their respective homes ,< 
Ingeborg Qagelsing-Kchler especially bec«e a very close friend of Mrs. 
Schulze— Boysen. Concerning Schulz e-Boysen, she said that while a student 
about the time- of Hitler 0 a rise to power ^ Sohulso-Boyseo had headed a anil 
political group comprised mostly of /Students and had published a paper called 
"Die Gcgnsr," (The Opposition). In about 1934, Schulz o-tBoysen was arrested 
for these political activities and sent to. what aha termed a house of cor- 
rection for a short time. After his- release .from this imprieortzent, he en- 
tered the German Air Corps and became a pilot in the LuftimfYe. He later 
gained the rahk sf an officer and was assigned to Berman Goerlng* a pounteiy 
espionage division of the Air Ministry, In this positlon,.SchulzeoBoyaen 
was able to obtain considerable information* and she recalled that he was 
vell-pfc*te4 4 both on German Army plats And also on the strength of the 
Russian Army, the whereabouts of Russian troops, and the location of Russian 
war industries* He spoke Russian. 
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Between 1956 end 1941* the Engelaicge amS the Scbclae^Boyooiie 
other every two to throe weeks* After 1941# the tve fani 11*9 drifted ‘apart 
because of the f&ot that 3ebulas*Boyssn and hls wife did net get along well 
together* They saw each other Infrequently in 1941 and 1942. They usually 
met at the Raising here®, which vae located at Bettinetroeae 2 B, Berlin, 
or at the flctaulze-Boysen hose, located en Vfewtsstraose in Scharlettenbur#, 
Berlin, and later in a section of Berlin known ea Vest end* ' During tha war, 
she. said she was of the opinion that Schulno^Bbysaa had continued hie anti- 
Kasi poll t loot astivitiee. epd both she and her husband thought that Schulz g^> 
Boys an would be an important political figure after the war* Sho stated he 
wan active in gathering information and spreading this inforymtion by word 
of south among other aati^Sucie for the purpose of combatting tho controlled 
German press* She said she know of only one paper written by Schulze- Boy sec 
which was a leaflet con paring Hapoleon to Hitler and arguing that the German 
invasion of Russia could not be successful* She said she did not believe that 
Scbul z eeSojrpen was a Communist but rather, would classify him as an extreme 
liberal or socialist, and said that she thought he was motivated by his high 
idealistic viewpoints, She said that both she and her husband furnished 
Schulz e-Boyuon with information which they obtained In the oourso /»f their 
own underground activities* She end her husband wore very friendly with one 
Hons Globke. who was a German official* connected with the Ministry of . the 
Interior and who is now the Chief of Police at Aaehen, Germany. From Glohk© 
the Engplslngs vbre able to obtain political Information and Information con* 
coming tha policies of the German Governaent which they, in turn, turned 
ever to Schulso-Boysan. -In addition j Herbert Engel sing, being employed in 
the moving picture Industry in Germany, obtained information from loading 
cctressea and other figures within the indue try indicating the antl-Kasl 
tendency which existed In Berlin at the time* She .said that she did not 
believe her husband knew any more of Schulse-Boysen^s true activities at the 
time than 3he did, She void she knew that Schulz e©Bsysoh was in touch with 
one Silono, a well-known Italian author who presently resides In Switzerland .

Gestapo la September of 1942, 
and Gestapo agents followed the activities of Mrs, Schulz ©-Boys on closely 
for too or throe weeks thereafter until Hfau.Schnlee Boysen attempted to 
escape and oho to 3 we is arrested* Schul«e**Ebyse» and bis wife and a number 
of other individuals involved with than in their activities were hanged in 
Berlin on December 25, 1942. Ingofcorg Kngeloing^Kohler* stated there was no 
publicity whatever in the German papers concerning tho- arrest «*!d execution 
of any members of Sehulzo^Boyaea's groups j that she learned df Sehulse* 
Boysen^s arrest from Schulz o*Boysen* a father, who is still residing in 
Germany* Bis namo ie 2.

Mrs* Schul b e»Scy3 eti% mother was one of von 
Eulanborg' 1 a eight children. 3ho eloped with an actor named Haae-Heye, whoa 
she later divorced. Mrs* Sebnl* o*Boyas n vac one of three ehlldren, two 
daughtora and e sen of this marriage* fee daughter Ottora Haaa-Heye, is 
married to Count Douglas^f "the Swedish nobility, and tho sen* whoso fip3t 
hams Icgefcorg ZngsslBin^Rohlor did not remember , waa ea ployed by tho United 

.Press during the war. After the execution of the Scimlse^ Screens, Ia^oborg 
Bngelaing-Kohler learned about other indivi duals uho were ala© arrested and 
executed for complicity with thin. 



The Engel singe moved into the Bettlnatrasee 2 B home at Grunevald* 

Berlin, in April, 1939. *nd in August of 1939, they rented an apartment 
in this house to Hugo Suachserm. Bhsoteiean was manager of the Etemit 
Corporation, Rudou, Berlin, and hit wife's maiden nano vas Margit Tory, who 
v&s a Rum a nian by birth. ^ lh©\ Engelsings and E^scteaenna became close friends 
and the Engolsinga Introduced the Sbechmanne to Schulso^Boysen. In oonnsetion 
with hie employment with the Etemit Corporation, It was necessary for.. 
Baachaann to trsvel a great deal andflngeborg Engdoing-Kohler Jmev that he 
frequently c$de trips to Jugoslavia*- Hungary, and Austria. She said that he 
also mad a several trips to Cologne, Gsmany. Ihgoborg fogelaiug^Kohlor had 
heard that when Mrs* ..Busetssapn. was young, ©he-lmd ba&n & Coascuaist and the 
Enscfcaannc; had soeio of LenSc’c. books in their apar^aent, and on one occasion, 
Btiflchaan had lent one of Xwnin^o books to ^Schulto-Baysec, and upon the arrest 
of SchuleeoBoyscn, the Goatspo found this booh In his possession and implicated 
Buochmann for this reason. Buschaaitn, she said, was arrested b? the Gestapo 
in 1943, and imprisoned and questioned for six wceko, but ho was later released.

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Mrs. Bteschmaitn'Q mother, who •anmitte* suicide while Buscinaann was in tho 
custody of tho Gestapo in Kerch of 1943* She described Buschnann as bolr^ 
orpr six foot tall, blonde hair, bins eyes,* usually weU-^res sod, and hand- 
acme, about 45 yeara of age* 



Halmuth Hiapcft ehe described as having been the family dentist of the 
Stagelslngs for V number of years, and Marla Terveil was his flan set* The 
Bngelairiga introduced ffimpel and Maria Teruoll to the SohulsoeBo^sens at a 
party at^thelr hoae on one occasion* .She did not know, however, that the 
Sehnlse^oyseag and Himpefc continued to associate with each* other until late 
in !9A3, Whefawjhs telephoned Himpel*e secretary and asked for a dental appoint^ 
cent and the •secretary replied that Hlmpel was out of town* Ingeberg Engel sing* 
Kohler told* the ascretary that she could not believe this sinee Hinpsl would 
have told her that he was going, and then the secretary began to cry, so 
Ingeborg Engel sing-Kohler rial tod her and the secretary told her that HJmpel 
had been arrested by the Gestapo as had been Karla Terweilo Sbe believed they 
were later executed at the same time as Sehul s o-Boy a en e were. She said she 
was very surprised to learn that they were implicated with Schulse-Boysen 
£n any way* . 



Ingeborg Engelsing*»Kohler described Guenther Keisenborn as a play- 
wright whoa she met originally at a party held at the hem© ofSehulee^Boysen 
in Berlin during the war, probably about 1940* She said she saw hia one® or 
twice thereafter at similar parties end aboard a oal 1-boat owned by SCflULZJE~ 
BOXSBN* She knew very iittle concerning him except that ho is an auttor bom 
in the Goman Rhinfeiaod; that his wife’s name was SCHHABEL. WBISEKBORfl hod 
lived at one time in South America, returning to Germany shortly before the 
war began. She met Woiopaborn again in KonotaAs, Switserlaad, in 1946, where 
he cane on & lecture t-crur* At Kona tans Wolsonborn read a play vxi tten by him 
entitled a Di* Illegal en, n (Tho Illegal Ones)* this play she sold was based 
on the underground activities of tho Schulse-Boysea group In Berlin* She said, 
however, the play did not contain any indication that SetalseisBoyeea was in* 
volved in Russian espionage although it did mention that some of - tho group were 
CoBKuniote. She said ehe has road the play and heard it read by Weiaenbom 
and that tho names of the principals Involved in the play are fictitious, bat 
at the e&d of the. play tfeibenboro. has compiled * list of noses of the actual 
Individuals involved in the Sehulse-Boyacn group. She aald that. Guenther 
Keisenborn has done research on the activities of Schulse-Boysea and that he 
•told, her ebout same. of tfco individuals whom ehe wpa acquainted with who. were 
executed as the result of their activities.. Prior to her conversation with 
Kelaenbom, she did not know that these people were Involved v nor had she known 
what had happened to them. Keisenborn told her that he himself was arrested 
by the Gestapo in 1942 and was sentenced to a torn of Imprisonaont for either 
ten or fifteen years, ehe could not reassnber which, but that Wad seaborn use 
released at tho timd tho Allied Armies defeated Hitler* 3ho said she did not
